DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR LI 14 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1. 1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 1 1/17/2004 has been entered. 

2. Applicants' amendment dated 1 1/17/2004 has been received and entered. By the 
amendment, claims 6-14 and 17-19 are now pending in the application. 

3. Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 6 have been considered but are moot in view 
of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Specification 

4. The amendment filed 1 1/17/2004 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132 because it 
introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132 states that no amendment shall 
introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material which is not 
supported by the original disclosure is as follows: the limitation of "neither the color filter 
substrate nor the second substrate contains a light-shielding layer" and "the stacked color layer 
does not contact the second substrate" are not disclosed in the original specification. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

5. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

6. Claims 6-14, 17-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. 

Regarding claim 6, the amended claim 6 has been amended to recite the limitation of 
"neither the color filter substrate nor the second substrate contains a light-shielding layer" and 
"the stacked color layer does not contact the second substrate" with no support in the original 
specification. In addition, the negative limitation "the stacked color layer does not contact the 
second substrate" must have basis in the original specification; therefore, such limitation failing 
to comply with the written description requirement. See MPEP 2173.05(i). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 
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8. Claims 6-14 and 17-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Applicants' admitted prior art (APA), figure 7, in view of Shimada et al., US Patent No. 
5,910,829. 

Regarding the above claims, APA discloses a liquid crystal display (LCD) device (figure 
7) comprising: 

. a color filter substrate (lower substrate 201) having a substrate (201), a reflective layer 
(205), a color filter layer (206) formed directly on the reflective layer; 

. an opposed substrate (upper substrate 202), wherein neither the color filter nor the 
opposed substrate contains a light shielding layer (see figure 7); 

. a liquid crystal layer (203); 

. a plurality of spherical spacers (212); 

. a sealing material (204). 

APA, however, does not disclose that a stacked color filter outside the effective layer 
display area does not contact the opposed substrate. Shimada et al. do disclose a stacked color 
filter (108) can be formed outside the effective layer display area (106), wherein such color filter 
layer does not contact an opposed substrate (substrate 1 1 l)(see figure 8). Therefore, it would 
have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the time of the invention was made to employ a 
stacked color filter over the APA's color filter substrate and outside the effective layer display 
area as shown by Shimada et al. in order to block leaking light through the outside the effective 
layer display area, so as improve a display contrast in an LCD device (col. 13, lines 36-57).
